O ALL HIS LOVING SUBJECTS 


After His late Victory againſt the Rebels 
on Sunday the 2 5 + OFoter, 1642. 


S We muſt wholly attribute the pre- » 
{ervation of Us and Our Children in 
the late bloodyBattle with theRebels 
to the mercy and goodnefſſe of Al- 
ighty God, who beſt knowing the Juſtice of 
ar oi ail the uprightneſſe of Our heart, to 
s ſervice, and to the good and well-faire of Our 
cople, would not ſuffer Us and;this wholeKing- 
om to be made a. prey tothoſe deſperatePerſons 
o We holdit Our duty ſtill to uſe all poſſible 
zeans to remove that Talent, and miſunder- 
tanding fro Our goodSubjects, which by,the In- 
uftry& ſubtilty of that Naliguan Ek AIR 
\.ha th, 


hath brought this miſchief & confuſion upon th 
Kingdom ) hath been infuſed into them, - and:4& 
that purpoſe(though even thoſe ſcandals are ſuÞ 
ficiently anſwered by many of Our Declaration 
and Meſlages,and by Our late Proteſtation mad ca 
in the head of OurArmy,which We ſhall alwaie® 
by the help of God, ſtedfaſily and folemnly obF# 
ſerve) We ſhall take notice of thoſe { ubtie Iſh 
nuations by which at this Preſent (according taſſ} Re 
that obſervation We can make, and Informatio | 
We can receive) they endeavour to poyſon theſf 1 
hearts and corrupt the Allegiance of ſuch of Our ' 
good Subjects who cannot fo cleerely diſcerneſÞ th 
their malice and knpoſtures. Firſt, by urging. andÞ 
preſſing that falle groundlefſeImpuration'of Our tt 
favouring Popery, and Our imploying many off 
that Religion now in OurArmy.Secondly,by ſe- \ 
ducingOur good people to belicye that this Army 
ray{cd and kept for Our neceſlary defence (andÞ 
without which 11 all probability the malice of 
theſe men'had before this taken Our life from A 
Ls) is to fight againſt, and ſubdue the Parlia- 
ment, to take away the Priviledges thereof, and 
thereby to root out Parliaments ; if either of {Wa 
which were true, Weſhould not have the courage 
with an Army much greater then Ours, to hope iſ 
for ſucceſic.

For the firſt, for oi fe ion to that Relig!- 
on, Our continual practiſe, Our conſtant Profeſ- 
fion and ſeyeral Proteſtations will ſatisfic all the 
world ; againſt which, Malice and Treaſon it ſelf 
cannot find the leaſt probable objection, we with 
from Our heart the zcale and Aftechon of thete 
men(rtothe true ProteſtantReligion)were as ap- 
parant as Ours. For the imploying Men of that 
Religion in Our prelent 1crvice in the Army, 
whoſoever conl:ders the hardnefſe and ſtraights, 
rhe malice and fury of theſe men have driven Us 
| to, their ſtopping all paſtages and waics that nei- 
| ther men or mony might come to Us, their de- 
| claring all ſuch tobe Traitors who ſhal aſſiſt Us, 
| their entertaining men of allCountries, all a # 
þ gions, to ſerve againſt Us, would not wonder, tf 
We had been very well contented to have recei- 
| ved the ferviceand Aſſiſtance of any of Our good 
| Subje&ts who had Loyalty enough (whatſoever

All men know the great number of Papiſts which 
(erve in their Army;GCommanders,and others,the 
preatInduſtry they have uſed to corrupt theLoy- 
alty and Aﬀe&ion of all Our Subje&s of that Re- 
{hg1on;the private promiſes & undertakings they 
ave made to them, that if they would affiſt them

ſhould be repealed, yet neither the weakneſſe cf Þ

And Wedo aſſure Our 
g00d Subjects though We ſhall alwates remem-F 
ber the particular lervices which particular menF 
have orſhall i this exigent of Ours performe to; 
Us with that grace and buunty which becoms a! 
juſt Prince, yetWe ſhall be {o far from ever giving 
the leaſt countenance or encouragement to that 
Religion, that We ſhalt alwaies uſe Our utmolof 
endeayour to ſupprefle it, by the execution of 
thoſe good and wholiom Lawes already in forcaff 
againſt Papiſts, and concurring 1n ſuch fyrthes
